The Russians are consider- 
ing building a mammoth dam 
across the Bering Strait and 
warming the Arctic Ocean 
with Pacific water pumped 
across by atomic power. 

Alexander Markin, a member of 
the Soviet Academy of Sciences, 
said over Moscow radio this would 
transform the frozen northern 
parts of Asia, North America and 
Europe into habitable areas with 
a temperate climate. 

Markin didn’t mention the floods 
it might cause along more south- 
erly coasts by melting the Polar 
ice cap. 

The Bering Strait between Alas- 
ka and Siberia connects the Arctic 
and Pacific oceans, It is 55 miles 
wide. 

Markin said Soviet engineers 
visualize damming it and then 
using hundreds of giant pumps 
powered by an atomic power sta- 
tion of 2,000,000 kilowatt capacity 
to pump Pacific water into the 
Polar sea. 

“This would produce an artificial 
warm current approximately equal 
in volume to that of the Gulf 
Stream,” Markin said. 

“Each year this current would 
carry as much warmth into the 
Arctic Ocean as is contained in 
10,000,000 tons of oil. Of course 
that would greatly moderate the 
climate in the Arctic zone and 
adjacent continents, 

“Furthermore, by smashing the 
famous Siberian anticyclone and 
eliminating conditons that form 
great masses of cold Arctic air, 
we would deliver not only Asia 
and North America but also part}

The meat mixture-stuffing in this recipe is enriched with a half 
cup of instant nonfat dry milk, and the peppers are served with a 
low-cost sauce also using instant nonfat dry milk That means lots 
of extra nutrition. 

A one-pound foil-lined package will yield 5 quarts of dairy-sweet 
nonfat milk at a moderate price. It is also available in handy, pre- 
measured packages containing 3 foil-lined envelopes, each of which 
wil) make one quart of nonfat milk. 

Stuffed Peppers Supreme (Makes 6 servings) 

Six medium-size green peppers, 1 pound ground beef, 1 cup 
cooked rice (% cup, uncooked); % cup instant nonfat dry milk, 1 
(4% pound) package process sharp Cheddar cheese, shredded; 2 tea- 
spoons salt, few drops tabasco sauce. 

Wash peppers. Cut off stems and remove seeds. With sharp knife, 
cut a scalloped edge around each pepper Cook peppers in boiling 
water, about 3 minutes. Remove from water; drain thoroughly. 
Combine beef, rice, instant nonfat dry milk powder, shredded 
cheese, sali and tabasco sauce; blend well.
